He 
submitted that under this section the owner 
must mesn the owner in possession, and 
the ‘porson entittéd to receive the rent of 
tho premises, -The legal effect of the lease 
is that the Land Investment Company wero 
merely tlio ownora in reversion. ’ During 
that Tease the Land Tnvostment Company 
are not. entitled to the possession uf the
